Orne, n Franchise For An Electric 

Light, Heat and Power Plant. 

Be it ordained by the President and Board 

of Trustees of tho Village of Autioch, 

County of Lake and State of Illinois; 

Section 1. Permission and authority 

is hereby granted to Warren Orno, his' 

heirs, or assigns, to construct, operate and 

maintain an electric light, heat and power 

plant in tbo Village of Antloch, Illinois, 

with the right-of-way along, upon and 

under all streets, alleys and public places 

within the said Village for the purpose of 

placing,- operating, maintaining and ro- 

1 placing one or mora linos of wire or other 
conductors or conduits and all necessary 
feeders, service wires arid conduits in con- 
nection therewith, to be used for" oloctrio 
lighting, heating or motive power. ; ^U 

Sections. All lines of Wires, conduc- 
tors or conduits shall be "constructed to 
conform with the rules of the National 
Board of Fire Underwriters. All poles 
and appliances shall' be located as directed 
by or approved by the Board of Trustees of 
the Village of Antloch, and nil lights for 
street lighting purposes shall be not less 
than twenty (20) feet above the eurfaco of 
the ground immediately beneath the Barnes

But tlm contrast is le3a 
innrkcd than It was In 1S0O, when the 
Illiteracy for the two sexes was 144 
and 323, respectively.' In cxplnnntlon 
of Uie fact thnt the girls have caught 
up with the. boys, It is suggested thnt 
boys are. less* subject to parental con- 
trol than girls and more prone to piny 
itmnnt; nud' thnt they nlso are more 
frequently required to contribute to 
the family Income 'by becoming wngo 
enrnera" when they. Bhould bo In 
school. . 

In tho country tlm Illiteracy among 
children Is SO In each 1,000^ In tho 
city, using this term to deslgnnto col-, 
lectlvely cities ofovcr 25,000 Inlwblt- 
nnts, It Is only 10 lu each 3,000. The 
contrast is leaBt in the - North Atlantic 
States. In this section child Illiteracy 
lu the city Is 8 to a 1,000; and In tho 
country 5 to n 1,000. In the South the 
difference Is very marked; In the 
South Atlantic division, 32 nnd 303 for 
city nnd country respectively, -and in 
the South Central 45 and 181 n, 1,000. 

Illiteracy Is in, general greater In 
tho South than tho North for nil clns3- 
es of the population. PorhapB tho fair- 
est hnsls of comparison between, Uio 
two sections Ib that for native whlto 
children living In cities of over 25,000 
Inhabitants, In the North Atlantic di- 
vision the' illiteracy, for this clnss of 
children Is 2.1, nnd In tho North Cen- 
tral; 3.0; fn tho South.

over the big corporation* engaged hi In- 
terstate commerce — thnt Is, over tho 
great majority of tlio big corporations — 
it will be impossible* to deal ndciiuutely 
with these, evils. 

llollrotKl Hnte ncffiilntlon, 
- The first thing .to do Is to deal with 
the great corporations engaged In the 
business of Interstate transportation. The 
Imuicdlnto and most pressing need, so 
fur as legislation..!* concerned, Is tho en- 
actment lata law of some scheme to 
secure to the" agents of tho government 
such supervision nnd regulation Of the 
rates eh urged by the railroads of the 
country engaged In' Interstate traffic ns 
shall summarily and effectively prevent 
the Imposition of unjust or unrcnsounblc 
rates, It must include putting n com- 
plete stop to rebates .In cveryaiinpo and 
form. This power to regnlnte rntee, like 
nil similar powers over tin! business 
world, should bo exercised with modera- 
tion, caution nnd sclf-rcstrnlut: but It 
should exist, no that It can bo effectively 
exercised when tho need nrlscs, '.The 
first consideration to bo kept in mind Is 
thnt the power should be aftlmmtlve and 
should Ito given to oniuc ndtntnistrntlve 
body created, by the Congress, If given 
to the present Interstate commerce com- 
mission or to a reorganized Interstate 
commerce commission, nttclt commission 
should be made nnenuivocnliy adminis- 
trative. I do not believe, in the govern- 
ment interfering with private business 
more thnu is necessary. I do not beifevo 
In tho government undertaking nny work 
which edit with propriety be left In pri- 
vate hands. But neither do I believe in 
tho government flinching from overseeing 
nny work when It becomes evident thnt 
Abuses nre sure to obtain therein unless, 
there is governmental supervision. It 
Is not my province to indicate the exact 
terms of the law which should he en- 
acted; hut I call the attention of the 
Congress 'to certain existing conditions 
with which it Is desirable to deal. In 
my judgment the most Important pro- 
vision which Rttch law should contain Is 
that conferring upon some competent nd- 
mtnlstrntlvo body the power to decide, 
upon the case being brought before it, 
whether, n given rata prescribed "by n 
railroad, is reasonable and just, and If 
it is found to bo unreasonable and un- 
just, then, after full investigation of 
the complaint, to prescribe the limit of 
rnto beyond which. It shall not be Inwful 
to go — the maximum reasonable rate, us 
it Is commonly called — this decision to go 
into effect within n reasonable time and. 
to obtain from (hence onward, subject 
to review by the courts. A hen.vy pcti- 
ulty should be exacted from any corpora- 
tion which fails to respect an order or 
the commission. 

- Illegal transactions often occur under 
the forms of law. It has often occurred 
that n shipper has been told by n t rattle 
officer to buy a large quantity of some 
commodity and then after It has been 
bought an open reduction Is made In the 
rnto to tnke effect Immediately, the ar- 
rangement resulting to the profit of the 
one shipper nnd the otic railroad and to 
tho dniunge of nil their competitors; for 
It must not bo forgotten that the big 
shippers lira/ at least ns much to blame 
ns any railroad in the matter of rebates. 
The law should mnko It clenr so thnt no- 
body can 'f nil to understand that nny 
kind of commission pit id on freight ship- 
ments, whether lit this form or In the 
-loTtn-nif-Se^i^^vlainages, or of n cou- 
cessloC "_.„ ^-p» s 8>S: o*" ce u 1 passenger 
rate,' iftj ■payment of brokerage, Is Illegal. 
.It Is worth while considering whet tier 
It would -not *bo 'wise' to confer on the 
government the right of civil net Ion 
ugnlnst the beneficiary ot a. rebate for 
nt least twice the value of the rebate; 
this would help stop -what Is really -black- 
mall. Elevator' allowances sliouIili.be 
stopped, for they have now grown i to 
such 1111 extent that they are demoralis- 
ing- nnd arc uned ns rebates. 

The best possible regulation of rates 
wouhl, of course, be tlmt regulation se- 
cured by 1111 honest agreement .among, 
the railroads. themselves to carry out. the 
Inw. Such a general agreement would, 
for Instance, nt once put n stop to the 
efforts of nny one big shipper or big rail- 
road .Id. discriminate against or secure 
advantages over name .rival; nnd such 
agreement would make the railroads 
themselves agents for enforcing the lawv 
There should be publicity of tho ac- 
counts of couitnim carriers; no common 
carrier engaged In Interstate business 
should keep any "books or nieninrntiiln 
other than those reported, pursuant to 
law or regulation, nnd these books or 
memoranda should be open to the Inspec- 
tion, of the'.-govoriiiueiit. - .Only In this 
wny enn violations or cv-nslu'iiH of, the 
law be surely detected. A: system of ex- 
11 munition of railroad ncMiint* should 
bo provided 'similar to thnt now conduct • 
ed into tho national bunds by the bahk 
examiners; n few first-class, railroad ac- 
countants, If they titiil proper direction 
and proper, authority to 'inspect • books 
and pniiers, could accomplish much in 
preventing Willful violations of the law.

to Hits end It Is essential that capitalist 
and wage worker should consult freoly one 
with tlui other, should each strive to bring 
eln.nT the day when both shall realise that 
toey .nra properly partners and not ene- 
mies. <• 

This gorcrnmont Is not nnd never shall 
be is 1 1 vera 1 mint by n plutocracy. This gov- 
ernment Is not and never shall be govern- 
ment tiy a moh. It shall continue to be In 
the future what It has been In the past,- n 
government based on the theory that each 
man, rich or poor, Is to bo treated simply 
nud Kotuty on his worth ns a man, thnt nil 
Ids personal nnd property rights nre to be 
saicKuiuded, nud that ha Is neither to 
wrong others nor to suffer wrong from oth- 
ers. 

Xeed of Inftarnnce Reform, 

Tltc great Insurance companies afford 
striking examples of corporations whose 
business tins extended bo fur bevond the 
Jurisdiction of the: States which .^rented 
them as to preclude strict enforcement of 
supervision and- regtilatlon by the parent 
States, fn my last annual message I recom- 
mended "that the Congress carefully cou- 
alder whether the power of the bureau of 
corporations can not constitutionally be ex- 
tended to cover Interstice transaction* In 
Insurance." Recent events have ompliusixcd 
the Importance of an early and eihnustlve 
consideration of this question, to see wheth- 
cr It Is not possible to furnish better snfe- 
gunnls thnu the several States have been 
nblo to furnish ngalust corruption of the 
flagrant kind which has hcen exposed. It 
has been only loo clearly shown tlmt cer- 
tain of the man at the head of these large 
corporations take hut small note of tho 
ettdcnl distinction between honesty nnd dis- 
honesty: they draw the Hue only tills side 
of what may be called .law-honesty, the 
kind or lit nesty neccssnry In order to avoid 
fntllng into the' clutches ot the law. Of 
course the only complete remedy for this 
condltlan most be found In an amused pub- 
lic conscience, a higher sease of ethical. con- 
duct In the community at large, and cspc 
elnlly nmnag business men and lu the great 
profession of the law, nud lif tho growth of 
n spirit which condemns nil dishonesty, 
whci Imt In rich man or lu poor man, wheth- 
er It lakes the shape or bribery or of blaelc- 
mall.. Hut muck can be done by legislation 
which Is not only drnstlc Imt practical. 
There Is. need of a far stricter and more 
uniform retiulntlnn of the vast -Insn ranee 
Interests of this country. The United 
.states should In this respect follow the 
pojlcy of other nations by providing ade- 
i[imt a national supervision of commercial 
Interests which are clearly national In char- 
acter. 

Iter e lines nnd Expenditure*. 

There -Is more need of stability than of 
the attempt to attain nn Ideal perfection tn 
tho methods of raising revenue; nnd the 
shock and strain to the business world cer- 
tain to attend any serious chnnse In these 
methods render. such change inadvisable un- 
less for grave reason.' There must bo 
something like n general agreement among 
the cltlxcus of the several States, as rep- 
resented In 'the Congress, tbnt the elintiifc 
Is needed nud desired In the Interest of -the 
people ns 11 whole: nutt there ah null-then 
he a sincere, Intelligent nnd disinterested 
effort to mnko It la siich shape as will com- 
bine, so for ns possible, the maximum of 
KOod to tho people at Inrge with Jue mini- 
mum of necessary dlsregnrd for. the "ircclnl 
Interests of localities or classes. Unless' 
our expenditures can be kept within the 
revenues then our revenue laws must be re- 
adjusted. ' • 

It should be considered whether It la not 
desl ruble that the tariff laws should pro- 
vide tor apply lm? as against or In favor of 
nny other nation maximum nud minimum 
tariff rates established by tho Congress, so 
ns -to secure e certain reciprocity of treat- 
ment between other nations nnd ourselves. 
Our Currency System. 

Every consideration, of prudence de- 
mands the addition of the clement of elas- 
ticity to our. currency system. The evil 
docs not consist In nn Inadequate volume, 
of money, but In Ibo rhllglty.of this vol- 
ume, which docs not respond ns It should 
to the varying needs of communities nud 
of seasons. I mint Ion must be avoided; hut 
some provision should be made tbnt will 
Insure n Inrger. volume of money during 
the fall and. winter months than In the 
less active seasons of the year; so that the 
currency will contract 11 gnlnst speculntlan, 
and will ex pin ul for the needs of legiti- 
mate business. 

l'urlty nf Federal Elect I on k. 

The power of the government to protect 
the Integrity of the elections of Its own 
nttlclols U Inherent ami has been recngalxed 
and ul firmed by repeated dcclarntlous ot 
the. Supremo <Courl. Tlicro Is' no enemy ot 
free government more dangerous and. none 
n<i Insidious us tlic corruption of. .the elec- 
torate: I recommend the enactment of a 
law directed ngalust bribery niul corrup- 
tion lu federal elections, Such i\ law 
should Include severe penalties ugnlnst 
him who gives or reCelveSt n bribe Intended 
to Iniliieneu his net or opinion as an elect- 
or: nud provision* for the publication hot 
only of the expenditures. Tor nominations 
nnd elections of nil candidates, but also of 
all contributions received nuil, expenditures 
taude by political commit lees. 

AIL contributions tiy corporations to any 
political roiomltta or for any political pur- 
pose should bo forbidden by-law; directors 
should not be permitted- ro-use stockhold- 
ers' money far such purposes; and, more- 
over, a prohibition of this kind would.be, 
as far us It went, nu effective method- of 
stopping the evils aimed nt In corrupt prac- 
tices IICIM, 

Tlie Conilnir Ilnicuo' Conference, 

The llrst conference; of -un lions held nt 
The Ifngue tu IM'l'. belui: unable to dispose 
of nil the business before It, recommended 
the consideration nud settlement of a num- 
ber of Important questions by another con- 
ference to be called suhscn.no u tiy nud nt an 
early dnte. m October, IPO!,- nt -the.

govi-riiiiieiit toward jiPiu'e. A wanton or 
useless wur, or n wnr of mere aggression— 
In short, nay wnr begun or carried on In a 
ennsdeuri'lcss spirit. Is In be condemned 
nn peculiarly atrocious crime. ngalust all 
humanity. We enn, however, do nothing 
of pnnnnnetit vnlite for pence unless we 
kecp'liM'er elenrly In mind the ethical cle- 
ment! which lies nt the root of the proh- 
lein. ilflnr aim Is righteousness. Pence Is 
normally the handmaiden of righteousness; 
but wlieti ponce and right eousness conflict 
then n crest and upright people can never 
for a nximeiit heslinto to follow the path 
which lends inward rlgbtcousnrss, even 
thmidi that path also tends to war. There 
can be no- worse toe ot mankind In gen- 
eral, mid of bis own country In part lent nr, 
than the demagogue of wnr, tlto man who 
In mere folly or to serve Ids own set lis u 
ebds continually rails at nnd abuses other 
nations, who seeks to excite his country- 
men ngntust foreigners on Insitincleut pre- 
texts, who excites and litflilmcs a perverse 
and* aggressive national vanity, and who 
may en occasion* wantonly bring on con- 
flict between his nation niul some other na- 
tion, lint there nre demagogues or pence 
just as there are detnnKoituen of war, 
nud In nny such- movement ns thin 
for The Hague conferenco It Is es- 
sential not to be misled by one set 
of extremists any more than by the other. 
No object. Is better worthy the attention 
of eulltiliteneil statesmanship than the es- 
tablishment of a surer method than now 
exists of securing Justice, ns between na- 
tions, both for tbe protection of the Utile 
nations and for the prevention of wnr be- 
tween the big nations. To this aim we 
should endeavor not only to avert blood- 
■heil. hut, above nil, effectively to strength- 
en the forces of right- The golden rule 
should pe, and as the . world crows tu 
morality It will be, the guiding rule nf con- 
duct anions nations ns nnionw ■Individuals: 
tlio 11 clt the K- ild en rule must not lm con- 
strued^ la fantastic manner, as forbidding 
the exercise of the police power. This 
mighty and free republic should ever deal 
with all other States, great or small, on n 
basis nf high honor, respecting. their rights 
at Jealously as It safeguards Its own, 
nxnounds 1h« Monroe Doctrine. 

One Of the moct effective Instruments for. 
pence Is the Monroe doctrine ns It has been 
and Is being gradually developed by this 
nation and accepted by other nations. No 
other policy cotml hove been as efficient la 



prompting peaco in the western hemisphere 
and In giving to each not ion thereon tbe 
chance to develop aloug Its own lines. If 
we hnd refused to nppiy tho doctrine to 
changing conditio ns it would oow.be com- 
pletely outworn, would not meet nny of the 
needs of the present day, and Indeed would 
probably by this time Rave sunk Into com- 
plete oblivion, It la useful at home, and 
Is meeting wllb recognition abroad becnusc 
we have adapted our application of It to 
meet the growing and elm aging needs of 
the hemisphere; -That our rights nnd Inter- 
ests arc deeply concerned In the maintenance 
of the doctrine In so clear nn hardly to need 
argument. This Is especially trno la view 
of the construction of the Paunmn canal. 
There nre certain essential points which 
must never be forgotten as regards the 
Monroe doctrine. I'c must bo undent ooil 
that under no circumstances will the Uni- 
ted States, use the Monroe doctrine ns a 
clonk for territorial aggression. "We deslro 
pence with nil the world, but perhaps most 
of nil wRli the other peoples of the Ameri- 
can continent. Moreover, we mnst make It 
evident that we do not Intend to permit tho 
Monroe doctrttm to be used by any nation 
011 this continent as, a shield to protect It 
from the consequences of its own misdeeds 
against foreign notions, if n republic to 
tbe.r"«tJj — f v* wuwailts a tort against a 
foreign no 1 1 on. tmch ns an* outrage agnlust 
a citizen of. that nation, then the Monroe 
doctrine does not force us to Interfere to 
prevent punishment of I lie tort, save to see 
thnt the punish incut does not assume tbe 
form ot territorial occupation tn any shape. 
Urge* .Snnto ftiimliig-n Action. 
Santo Dondrigo, lit her turn, has made 
an nppenl to us to help her, and not only 
evcry principle ot ivIsOimii but every gen- 
erous Instinct within us bids us respond 
to the appeal. Tlte conditions In Sattto 
Domingo have for a number of years 
grown from bad to worse until a year 
ago all society was oil the verge ot dis- 
solution. Fortunately. Just nt this Mine 
a ruler sprang up In Snuto Unmlngo, who, 
with his colleagues, saw the dangers, 
threatening their country and appealed to 
the frfeudshlp of the only great and power- 
ful neighbor who possessed the power, nud 
as they Imped also the will to help them. 
Accordingly tbe executive department of 
our government negotiated n treaty under 
which we arc to try to belp the Dominican 
people to almlghton out their unnnc.es. 
This treaty Is pending, before -the Semite." 
In the meant I me a temporary arrangement 
has been made which will last until the 
Senate has had time to take action upon tho 
treaty. Under tula arrangement tbe Do- 
minican government has appointed Ameri- 
cans to nil the Important positions lu the 
customs service, and they are, seeing to the 
honest collection of the 'revenues, turning 
orer -15 per cent to the government for run- 
ning expenses ami putting the other 0,1 per 
cent Into a safe depository for equitable 
division, lu ense the treaty shall he nitllled, 
n lining I he various creditors, whether Kuvo- 
pcan or American. 

This has coin plot ely discouraged nil revo- 
lutionary movement, while it has ala'ady 
produced such, an increase la the revenues 
that tin' government I* nctualty getting 
more from tbe 43 per cent that the Ameri- 
can colled nra -turn over, to It than It got 
formerly when It tool: tho entire revenue. 
, Under tbe course taken, stability and 
o til cr and nil the benefits of peace are at 
Inst coming to Sntito Domingo, danger of 
"foreign Intervention hns been suspended. 
nud there la.nt lust'n prospect tbnt nil 
creditors .wjll cet justice, no more- ami no 
lens. If the nrrnugenient Is terminated by 
the failure nf the. treaty chaos will follow; 
nud If chaos fellows, snouer or Inter this 
government nciy bo involved In serious illf. 
tleultles with foreign governments over the 
Islnud, or else may bo forced itself to In- 
tervene In the Islam! In some 'iinpk-asuut 
fashion, t \ 

\ritiy ami "Snvy, AfTnlrx. 
We cannot consider 'ihe- quest Ion of our 
foreign policy without at the name time 
treating of the; army nnd tho navy.. Wo 
now lmve a very small nri ay— Indeed, one 
welt-nigh 1 mini ten i'.n nl when enmpared with. 
Ihe army of any other large nation. Of 
course l lie army we do have should be as 
nearly perfect at Its kind nud for its slxe 
ns Is possible, ,1'ila not believe that nny 
jinny In the world has n better average of 
enlisted men or 11 bejtter type nf Junior of- 
ficer; but (he nriny- should he trained to 
net effectively la a ntnss. Provision should 
be inaile hy salllcleut. ntinroprbillous for 
'maneuver* "' n practical kind, no that the 
troops may learji'how tp take en re of thoiu- 
Holves under Act mil service ' coiidlllims. 
Our . navy ninat", rein lively , to the navies 
of other nntloiu, nlwiiys bo of greater slxo 
Hum our unity. .We have most wisely : con- 
tinned ferit nniiibcr of. years to 'build up 
our navy, and It -has now reached a rnirly 
high ntnndnnl of clllcleucy. This standard 
of ntllclcncy must not only bo maintained. 
but luerciised. it does not seem to me 
necessary, -however, thnt the navy should— 
at least In I be Immediate ful u re— be lit- 
er ens til 1 -bey 01 id tlie lirenettt number . of 
ii nits.

Aliunen in Naturalisation. 

During I ho past year evidence lias accu- 
mulated to coiillrm the expressions con- 
tained In my Inst two 11 11 una I messages ns 
to the Importance of revising by appropri- 
ate legislation our system of naturalizing 
alien*. I appointed lust March a commis- 
sion to make a careful examination of 
our naturalization Inws, and to sug- 
gest up pro print 1? measures to avoid tho 
notorious abuses resulting from the 
Improvident . or unlawful granting 
of cllltenstilp. This cominlsulon, 

has discharged the duty Imposed upon It, 
and has submitted a report, which will lie 
truusiulttcif to the CmigreuM for Us con- 
*f deration, and, I hope, for lis fa corn hie 
notion. 
Ilrrnobe* of Trimt In Public Service. 

Tliere seems to be no statute of the ful- 
led Mtnti's which provides for the punish- 
incut of n United Stntes attorney or other 
otlleiT or tbe government who corruptly 
agree* to wrongfully do or wrongfully re- 
train from doing nny net when the consid- 
eration for s ii eii corrupt ngreemeiit Is oth- 
er llm 11 one poN*p**lng money vol no. This 
ought to lie remedied hy npproprlnte legis- 
lation; Leglstatln sludd also be enacted 
to cover, explicitly, 11 lien, id vocally and be- 
yond nuestinu, breach of trust In the shape 
of prematurely divulging otllelal secrets hy 
nn 1 1 Ulcer or employe ot the United States, 
and to provide a suitable penalty therefor. 
Con illt Inn of I' 11 111 la Land Laws, 

- Once again I call your attention to the 
condition nl tho public laud laws. Recent 
developments have given new urgency to 
the need for such changes a* will fit these 
laws to actual present conditions, Tho 
honest disposal and right use ot the re- 
maining public lands Is of fundamental Im- 
portance. The Iniquitous method* by which 
the monopolizing of the public lands Is be- 
ing brought about under the present laws 
■are becoming more generally known, but 
tho existing lawn do not furulsh ellectlve 
remedies. The recommendation of the pub- 
lic In nils com mission upon this subject nre 
wise nud should be given effect. 

The creation of small Irrigated farms un- 
der the reclamation net -Is a powerful ofTset 
to tho tendency of certain other laws to 
foster or permit monopoly „of tho land.' 
. Tho greater part of -the. remaining public 
lands canuot bo Irrigated. They arc at 
present and will probably always lie ot 
greater value for grnxlng than for any 
other purpose. This fact has led to the 
gi*ii!ng homestead of Bin acres lu Nebras- 
ka nud to the proposed extension ot It to 
other titntcs. It Is argued that a family 
canuot bo supported 011 100 acres of arid 
grating land. This Is obviously true; but 
neither cnn.a family be supported on QPJ 
acres of much of the- land to which IE Is 
pro posed to apply the grazing homestead. 
To establish universally any such arbitrary 
limit would be unwise nt tlic present time. 

St'erchntit Murine IiidlNpennnblc, 

To tho spread of our trade In peace and 
the defease of our nag lu war a great and 
prosperous merchant marine Is Indispensa- 
ble. We should have ships of our own and 
sea in en or our own to convey out goods to 
neutral markets, ami lu case of need to re- 
inforce, our battle Hue. 

The IiHiiilKriitliui (tuc'tlon. 

IVo cannot have too much I in migration 
of the right sort, and we should have none 
whatever of the wrong sort. Of course It 
Is desirable tbnt even the right kind of Im- 
migration should be properly distributed In 
this country. We.iievd more of such Immi- 
gration far the South; and spcclul effort 
should bo made to secure It In actual 
practice it hns proved so dlfflcult-to en- 
force the Immigration Inws where ..long 
* iv etc lies of frontier marked by uti Imagin- 
ary lino nlolie Intervene between us and 
our neighbor* that I recommend that no 
Immlgrauts be allowed to come la from 
Cunada and Mexico, save natives Of the 
two count rlcs themselves. As much as pos- 
sible should, be done to distribute the Immi- 
grants upon the laud ami keep them away 
front the congested tenement -house dis- 
tricts of the great cities. Hut distribution 
I* a palliative, not a cure. The prime 
need fs to L*cep out nil Immigrants who 
will not make good American cllliens. 

The law* now existing for the exclusion 
of undesirable Immigrants slum Id be 
strengthened. Adequate menus should he 
ndopted, and enforced by autllclcnt penal- 
tics, to compel steamship companies en- 
gaged lu the passenger business 10 observe 
la good faith the taw which forbids them 



to encourage or solicit Immigration to the 
United titntoa. 1'ruvlsloii should be mode 
for the surer punishment of those wlio In- 
duce aliens to enmc to this country under 
promise or assurance of employment. It 
should lie made possible to inlllct a sulU- 
cicntly heavy penalty on any employer vio- 
lating, this law to deter hiin from taking 
the risk. It seems to me wise that there 
should he nn International conference held 
to deal with this question ot Immigration, 
which has more tbau a merely national 
slgiilOcauce. 

The questions arising In connection with 
Chinese Immigration stand by themselves. 
The conditions In China are such that the 
entire Chinese eon lie .class, that Is, the 
class of Chinese laborers, skilled and un- 
skilled, legitimately come under the head 
of undesirable Immigrants to this country, 
because of their numbers, the low wages 
for which they work, ami their low stand* 
nril nf living. Not only Is It to the 
Interest of this country to keen them 
out. but the Chinese authorities do 
lint desire thnt they should be nil- 
mil ted. At present their entrance Is 
prohibited by laws amply ndeaunte tu 
acemupllsU this purpose. Rut 1 11 tbe effort 
to carry out the policy of excluding Chi- 
nese laborers, Chinese coo] let*, grave Injus- 
tice nud wrong have been done by thin 
nation to the people or China, nnd there- 
fore lillfmntely to this nation Itself.. Chi- 
nese students, business nud professional 
men uf nil kinds— not only merchants, but 
hankers, doctor*, munurnc tuners, professor*, 
traveler* nud the like — should he encour- 
aged to comi) here nnd treated on precisely 
the sumo foot lug that we (rem student*, 
business men, travelers nud the like or 
Oilier unllutts, Our Inws and treaties should 
be framed, not so an to put' litest' people 
In the excepted classes, .but' to xtnte thai 
wo will admit all Chlneao, except ■ Chinese 
of the i ■nolle class, Chinese skilled or un- 
skilled laborers. 

Much trouble has come during the past 
summer from the organ lied boy cutt against 
American goods which has been storied lu 
China,' The main factor In producing ibis 
boycott hns been tho resentment felt !*»■ 
the students and business people of ciilnu, 
by nil the Chinese leaders, ngalust tho 
harshness of our law toward eduented 
Chinamen of the -professional nud business 
classes.-? This govern meat tins tho friendli- 
est feeling for Clilnn and-' desires China's. 
Well-being,- -Wo .cordially sympathise with 
the announced purpose of Japan tn stand 
for the integrity ot China, Such nn atti- 
tude toml* to the peace of the world.

Tlie riililppliie Inland*. 

During the past year tho Philippine Isl- 
ands have .been slowly recovering from 
the scries nf disasters which, since Am en- 
nui occupation, have greatly- reduced the 
amount of aiirlcultunil products below 
What was produced In Bpanlsb times.

DR. SOPHRONIA FLETCHER. 



At the Ago of 99, Hale and Hearty) 
She Still Retalnn Interest In All 
Educational and Philanthropic En- 
terprises. 



Lacking only a twelve-month of 
rounding out a full century of life. 
Dr. Sophronla Fletcher, a "Real 
Daughter" of tho American rovoi 
tlon, observed her birthday nnnlve: 
sary recently at tho home of ho! 
niece. Dr. Leonora Flotchbr Lathe, J 
34 Austin, street, Cambridge, accoitf; 
Ing to tho Boston: Transcript. 

Dr. Fletcher was born In Alstend. 
N. H., Sept 33, 1808. Sho was the 
daughter of Peter Fletcher, r who was 
born In Lancaster In 1703, and died at 
Bennington, N. IL. in 1843. He was 
ft private In tho regiment of guards 
In this city- from July 15 to 30, 1778. 
Dr. Fletcher's grandfather was Joshua 
Fletcher of -Lancaster, who was one 
of the committee of safety and left 
his plow In tho field at the Lexington 1 
alarm. 

Dr. Fletcher was educated. In the 
ladles' seminary at Mllford, N. H., 
and In tho academy. at Hancock .lei 
that state. She taught In private 
school la Now HampBhlro and Now 
York, and In 1845 went to South Bos- 
ton, whore the condition of como. In- 
sane persons whom -she saw prompted 
her to study medicine In the hopo of 
helping women. She entered the Bos : 
ton - Female Medical college, which 
afterward became a part of Boston 
unlvorsltr. and was graduated id Its 
first class in 1664. Of this class Dr. 
Fletcher Is tho only surviving mem- 
ber. 'Among the various Interests con- 
nected with her profession she took 
to tho stale house a bill asking for 
tho appointment of women physicians 
to females confined in asylums, and 
prisons. This bill was finally passed 
through the Influenco of her friend, 
Wendell Phillips, whoso wife she, at- 
tended for more than thirty years. Dr. 
Fletcher was also, for ntno yen re at- 
tendant physician of the New Eng- 
land Moral Reform association and 
tho first woman physician at Mount 
Holyoko college. 

Dr. Fletcher has therefore boon a 
woman of great ability and still re- 
tains her remarkable activity and In- 
terest In all that concerns the educa- 
tional and philanthropic work: to 
which she has been devoted. Her 
one infirmity Is deafness, for which 
she refuses to undergo treatment, her 
judgment being that this Is an old-age 
affliction which will not respond- to 
science. 

As a "Real Daughter" * of -tho 
American revolution sho Is a member 
of the Old South Chapter of Boston. 
Since her 90th birthday she has trav- 
eled' all over the '.'country,- -antV-ptana -o 
trip to Mount Holyoke this winter, as 
she; Is eager to see tho . changes 
wrought In the half century Blnco^sho 
last visited there. Dr. Fletcher Is 
peculiarly happy In her homo life and 
Is. devoted to her niece and to Dr. 
.Lathe's little 12-year-old grandson. 
Master Lockhart of Ellery street. Dr. 
Lathe's valuablo Norwegian pet dog 
Is her constant companion.

Old Volcanoes In Maryland. 

Prof.- Philip R. Uhlor returns to the 
elty with tho report of a discovery, 
which he made In- Western Maryland 
mountains. Three peaks, tho princi- 
pal ono homed Buzzard's Knob, 
,crown a plateau about six miles from 
the city. It was for Prof; Dhler to. 
.discover that tho three promlnqnctfB 
are In fact volcanoes, and' that" they 
are the very oldest typo of volcanic 
rock that Is found in tho United 
States. 

These peaks are of a different- farm 
from volcanoes like Vesuvius. '^In the 
latter form of volcano molten lava 
and stones are forced up by the. super- 
heated steam, leaving a deep hole, 
but in. these craters. In Western Mary- 
land, the whole mountain .was origin- 
ally In a molten condition and the top 
crust was forced upward -In a dome- 
shaped form, and such lava as did 
escape was forced out In vents In vari- 
ous places. The volcanic rock of the 
region ds metal bearing, and speci- 
mens of gray, green and gold copper 
were found by Dr. Dhler, The domes 
of the craters were somewhat ellipti- 
cal In shape, — Baltimore American.

Million* of Years* Difference In Sctert* 
tlsta' Calculations. 

Tho age of tho sun has been, for 
many years a matter of controversy 
between geologists nnd physlclste. Tho 
Investigators P of tidal . friction;, claim 
that 600 or 1,000 million years' have 
elapsed since tha birth of tho moon; 
and other scientists, arguing from 
purely geological reasons, claim tho 
age of tho sun to be between fifty and 
1,000 million years. On the other hand 
It la asserted by physicists that, at tho, 
rate at which tho sun Is omitting en- 
ergy. It can not have been active for 
moro than twenty million year*. 

A solution of this discrepancy has 
been recently auggeated by Prof. Gi.'H. 
Darwin, president of tho Association 
for the Advancement of. Science, In 
his presidential address at the recent 
meeting of that body In Johannesburg, 
South Africa. Ho claims that tho dis- 
covery of radium explains tho differ- 
ence In these estimates, because It has 
been shown that concentration of mat- 
ter Is not the only source from which 
the sun may draw Its heat 

Thero Is every possibility that ra- 
dium exists in the sun, and Its energy 
will bo more readily appreciated when 
It 1b considered that, while it. requires 
from 6,000 to 6,000 tana of coal to pro- 
pel a 12,000-ton ahlp 6,000 miles at tho 
rato of fifteen miles an hour, the same 
amount of energy is contained in twen- 
ty-two ounces of radium,

The first session, of the fifty-ninth 
Uoiifires* convened Monday at 12- 
o'clock. Vlcn President Kalrbiinks 
culled the Semite to order, while tho 
illmiKo was called to order by Cleric 
JMcUowell. It was a familiar scene 
•jyliini the Vice.. l'KMldeut called ther 
Senate to order with two strokes of 
line guvel. There were few eluiu^cs In 
the membership'. Dentil had taken 
nwny Senators Unto or Tcnuesuce nnd 
Pl.it L of Conned I cut. There were no 
changes among the Senate otlleluls. In 
the audit' i ice were tho families' of 
tunny 'Hetiators mid men In public life. 
' The hum of voiced ceased when the 
Vice Pros I dent's gavel sounded nnd 
Cliritiluln Edward Everett Hale in ado 
the oi.vnlrig prayer. He referred brief- 
ly to tlm mouths since the Senate bad 
.boon lu session unit to the work be- 
fore the members. Ho concluded by 
asking the* Senate to Join with him In 
the Lord's'>pra.v*jr, Slxty-olglit Komi- 
'tors responded to the roll call mid the 
Vice President announced that the 
Senate was ready to transact business. 
At 12:110 the Senate adjourned as a 
mark of respect to the hit-j Senator 
L'lntt of Connecticut.

Exactly nt noon Major Alexander 
Ma ('Powell, clerk of the House, called 
(hut body to order, . stn tiding In his 
place directly In front of the Speaker's 
chair, which was vacant. . Declaring 
the -House "lu order" ho announced 
prayer by the chaplain, tho Rev. Dr. 
Henry- N\ Condom Tho Invocation' 
comprehended a review of tho peaceful 
and prosperous condition of the nation, 
a plea for patriotic and wise legisla- 
tion and concluded with a repetition of 
the "Lortl's prayer." A rolHSill by 
States to show the presence of n quo- 
rum wus at. once begun. 

For nu hour preceding ^tho opening 
of the Congress there wore scenes of 
Increasing animation on the flour and 
in the gallerl-js of the House. "^ Legisla- 
tive veterans 'exchanged cordial greet- 
ings mid newly elected members. made 
acquaintances. As early ns 10^'cloek 
the galleries began to 1111. Admission 
was by card 1 only nnd tho many who 
came to the capital unprovided throng- 
ed the corridors In vain efforts to gain 
ttd mission. 

Au Index to tlte business of the ses- 
sion whs the Industry of members lu 
Introducing bills. As many ns 100 pub- 
lic bills bad been placed In thi basket 
on tho clerk's desk' before 11 o'clock, 
these measures of legislation affecting 
the general government. 

.Speaker Camion nrrlvud In his office 
early nml for mi hour ami n half be- 
fore the session began he held an en- 
thusiastic reception In- his office ml- 
Joining tho hall of tho House, Mem- 
bers of both polltcnl parties went to 
bvo htm nnd extend congratulations. 
Half an hour before noon there was 
,not nu empty scat lu the galleries and 
libugilnes hud formed lu the corridors, 
Regular attendants nt tho opening 
sessions of. Congress missed the usual 
tributes of ".flowers with which friends 
of member!' -have tcstlllcd their ad- 
miration and esteem. Theso offerings 
frequently huiPbccn inudo with such 
generosity that, piled high upon the 
desks, they hid from view tho states- 
men receiving .theni^' # A year ago a 
resolution wus adopted* prohibiting the 
bringing of llo were Into; the.

Jloforo I loft Amcrlcn, snys 
I.owls Gimton T.cary In tho World To- 
Uny, It seemed- to mo that' tho vivid 
tints of Tlusot'a pictures must bo ex- 
aggerated, hut they fnll Hliort of tho 
reality.

^'Picturesque, Indeed, nro these men, 
wiih their long hair braided across tlic 
top of the head, so that, approaching 
thoni from tho rear, as they repose for 
n moment from their labors, it Is dif- 
ficult to tell the men from tho women. 
Others nro horse traders, as aro tho 
most of Iheir kin in Turkey proper 
(not n few'j-a'te itinerant sin II lis be- 
sides) whom one meets traveling tho 
roads with long trains of steeds that 
take one back In fancy to the Arabs 
of ;tho desert, or with a portable .bel- 
lows like' those seen on tho New Eng- 
land pikes. Now and thou the worn- 
cu come Into the villages to beg or 
baiter, or, as the vlllago folk hint, 
to j| teal; telling fortunes to those who 
may barken, ns Incentive to other bust- 
nest. 

Seated on one of tho crude rock 
walla, that hem In the flats of corn 
land In tho shadows of tho Lombnrdy 
poplars, those gypsies, men and wom- 
en, ^spoking their pipes and chatter- 
In^Jln their curious lingo', ever tempt 
the) much-abused camera, For back- 
ground .there will ho some old 
Magyar? castle, Its turrets peeping 
through the nlslc of trees, and with 
tho sentinel nt Its gate— a soldier In 
uniform, but a gypsy at heart, for, 
white they pay no taxes In Hungary, 
they aro forced to do military serv- 
ice, much as they rebel against It - 
Less and less each yenr grow the 
numbers of the gypsies, less and less 
frequent their visits, until It will 
doubtless not 'be long before, like the 
Arabs, they will hnve folded their 
tents for all Umo and silently stolen 
away.
